Lower Wages. 


There arc still some people who can- 


not understand that the Democratic 
policy has put the country in a position 
where there must be idleness of labor 
and idleness of capital unless there is a 
reduction of the price of labor. The 
only way that the business of the coun- 
try can be adjusted to tho changed con- 
ditions is by the reduction of wages as 
the starting point. If we hold our mar- 
ket against the foreign importation of 
goods, which the party in power seeks to 
stimulate, we can only do it by reducing 
the cost of production. Ninety percent, 
of the cost of nearly all manufactured 
products is labor, and there is little or no 
chance to reduce the cost of production 
except along the line of wage reduction. 
This we say must be done to hold our 
own market; and it must be admitted, 
by every candid man, that it is useless to 
attempt to gain a foothold in foreign 
markets unless we can produce cheap 
enough to hold our own. 


On this pivotal and important point 


of the reduction of wages, Htfnry Clews, 
the financier, has this to say: 


The general demand in the manufac- 


turing and mining industries for lower 
wages thus becomes a matter of the 
first importance to the revival for which 
all interests are hoping. 
So far, the 


trades unions are offering stubborn re- 
sistance, upon a broad scale, to this de- 
mand; and it does not seem impossible 
that the struggle may be prolonged. 
That labor will have to yield in the end, 
there can be no doubt; for manufactur- 
ers are now in no position to continue 
doing business at a loss and will prefer 
stopping their works to taking that 
course. It thus becomes a question 
whether, following the tariff uncertain- 
ties, we are to have a labor conflict. 
Upon that hangs the further question 
when may we hope to see our industries 
restored to a basis of reasonably active 
prosperity? Could the doubts on that 
point be removed, there would be a solid 
basis of confidence in the revival of trade; 
for, in all other respects, the country is 
prepared for an active resumption of 
trade and for the undertaking of enter- 
prises that would afford free employ- 
ment for labor and capital. 
For our 


part, notwithstanding the present un- 
yieldng attitude of labor, we incline to 
the opinion that a rational public opin- 
ion will bring about a second thought 
among the unions that will bring them 
to soon accept the inevitable. There ifl 
no other possible event that could so 
greatly conduce to a quick revival of 
bnsiceee, * * * The building trade 
would Boon revive under the induce- 
ments of cheaper coete of materials and

A Stranger Pound Drowned Near 


Emery on Sunday—The 


Inquest. 
. 


Sunday about noon the people return- 


ing from church discovered the body of 
a man in Stevens' creek at the point 
where a bridge, on the Illinois Central, 
crosses that stream north of Emery. 
Coroner Bendure was at once notified 
and the body was brought to Decatur iu 
the afternoon and taken to Bullard's 
undertaking rooms where it was dressed. 
The man is unknown but is supposed 
from a time book found on his person to 
have been a travelling man. There was 
also found iii his pocket a mileage book 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Central 
railroad with fifteen miles of unused 
mileage, issued to Charles Haas, Buffalo, 
New York. His hat was missing and 
could not be found, and from this and 
other evidence, it is supposed he fell 
from a train, Saturday night, before the 
rain. An indentation in the earth on the 
bank of the creek shows where he fell 
and near the spot is a pool of blood 
which ran from his nose ae he lay on the 
ground. At that point, if he fell from 
the train, he must have fallen about fif- 
teen feet. It seems from the blood and 
the tracks leading from it that after 
having lain for some time he recovered 
sufficiently to rise and walk and either 
on account of tho darkness or his dazed 
condition he walked toward the creek 
and fell over the bank, which at that 
x>int is three or feet high and very 
muddy, and in falling landed head fore- 
most in the crock and in that position 
drowned, as only his head was submerged 
the other part of the body being in the 
mud on the bank. 


He was about 50 year of age and was 


an intelligent looking man. When 
bund he was fairly well dressed and had 
)n a new pair of shoes. He had no beard 
jut a heavy iron grey moustache. He is 
feet 5 inches tall and hasia large head 


ind broad shoulders. 
There are no 


iruises on the body save that his left 
eye is black. Inasmuch as there was no 
nonej-'in the pockets of the deceased, it 
s suggested that he may have been as- 
aulted and robbed.

THEEIGHT-HOURDJTC 


Popular Demonstration In London 


In It® Favor. 


A PROCESSION THREE HOURS LOHG 


Disbands Into an Immense Meeting In 


Hyde Park—Socialist Speakers Play 


an Important Role—The Day In 


Dublin and Edinburgh. 


LONDON, May 7.—English workmen 


as usual made their eight-hour demon- 
^stration this year on the first Sunday 
' after May day. Signs of the coming 


demonstration were evident all yester- 
day morning through the East End 
and other laboring districts of the 
south of London. The workingmen 
began gathering at 8 o'clock at the 
appointed places of meeting in Poplar, 
Bow, 
Deptford, Woolwich, Hackney 


and Battersea. There they were met 
by the musicians and banner-bearers 
and the beribboned organisers from 
the trades council. Each division was 
drawn up in line with a full brass 
band at the head and was led away at 
10 or 11 o'clock to the Thames embank- 
ment. 
By nosn 
the 
embankment was 


densely packed from Black Friars' 
bridge to Charing Cross with working- 
men of all trades and conditions, with 
here and there a vehicle carrying lead- 
ers and speakers with hundreds of 
banners, flags and transparencies wav- 
ing overhead. 


At 12:45 p m. the many bands started 


as many different tunes, and fifteen 
minutes later the head of the proces- 
sion moved off toward Hyde Park. The 
gas-workers general league of laborers 
led. Following them came, the dock- 
ers, then the builders, the riverside 
men, 
the railway men, the printers, 


masons and tailors. 
Behind the tail- 


ors marched thousands of others— 
enough, in fact, to occupy three hours 
In passing Trafalgar 
square. 
The 


route from the square lay through Pall 
Mall and Piccadilly. 


At the park twelve platforms had 


been erected in a great seme-circle. 
All the meetings passed the resolution 
in favor of the eight-hour day. They 
also resolved that the workingmen 
could free themselves economically 
and socially only after getting con- 
trol of the political machinery now in 
the hands of the capitalist class. John 
Burns and Keir Hardie, labor members 
of parliament, spoke at length, each 
congratulating his audience upon the 
progress of the eight-hour movement 
in the last year. 


The socialist speakers were more nu- 


merous and conspicuous than in any 
preceding year. 
Thev advised the 


workingmen to attack conservatives 
and liberals alike and to try to pre- 
vent the parties from passing further 
legislation before both agreed to place 
in the foreground proposals to better 
the condition of the laboring class. 


Jules Gerde, the 
Frenh socialist 


leader, Paul Lafargue and the Bel- 
gian, 
Volgers, 
spoke 
in French. 


Eleanor Marx-Aveling, Karl Marx's 
daughter, translated parts of their 
speeches for the benefit of the English- 
men. 
Stepniak, 
the 
nihilist, Ben 


Tillett 
and 
Cunningham Graham, 


formerly members of parliament, also 
addressed the socialists. 


Enormous crowds watched the pro- 


cession pass to and from the park. 
There was no disorder. 


In Dublin a workingmen's meeting 


in Phoenix park passed the familiar 
eight-hour resolution besides calling 
for manhood suffrage and the payment 
of members of parliament. 


The workingmen's meeting in Glas- 


gow, 
after adopting the eight-hour 


resolution, demanded the abolition of 
the house of lords and the nationaliza- 
tion of the railways. 


In other large towns of the United 


Kingdom resolutions of a similar tenor 
were approved by the working people.

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 6.-Col. W. C. 


P. Breckinridge delivered here yester- 
day his opening address in the cam- 
paign for re-nomination to congress 
from the Ashland district. The audi- 
ence to which he spoke consisted of 
people from all portions of the state, 
there being special trains run from 
different points outside the district, 
and by noonday these trams had 
landed in Lexington probably 3,000 
people. In the opera house, where the 
address was delivered, were people 
representing all classes of industry. 
The applause upon his first coming 
upon the stage was deafening. Upon 
the stage were placed about fifty 
chairs and these were all occupied. 


Col. Breckinridge entered the stage 


from the rear, and, coming forward. 
was met and grasped by the hand by 
everyone on the stage amid a perfect 
roar of applause from the floor, gal- 
lery and balcony. He said he hod not 
come as a conquering hero, but feit 
that his frinds would hear what he 
had to say. Enthusiasm reigned su- 
preme, and throughout his speech he 
was applauded every two or three 
minutes. He did not believe the min- 
isterial union which had taken action 
against him had done so with the 
proper spirit. He, thought the mem' 
bers were very different from the Mas- 
ter they would make believe they 
served.
